Dear Governor Palin, 

We would like to thank you and the legislators for recognizing our community's need and for adding 
$4,000,000 to the FY 09 Capital Budget to improve the runway in Chignik Lagoon. 

As shown on the map, our gravel runway runs through the middle of a subdivision within our village. 
The approach is at an incline and the runway ends with at a cliff that drops down to the water. In 
addition, if a resident is crossing the runway as an airplane makes their approach, the plane must pull 
up. 

The 1800 foot runway is a serious health hazard because it barely accommodates a Caravan and the 
Navajo is not permitted to land there. This makes us at a serious disadvantage during medical 
emergencies. There are times when we do not get a plane for more than three days at a time due to 
weather. The length of our runway in addition to the weather is not a good combination for safety. 
Please see the enclosed letter from a resident who had an appendicitis emergency in the middle of the 
night. She was fortunate, and we hope to never have an unfortunate incident. 

The $4 million dollars will be used to extend the runway at least another 400 feet, The side roads will 
also be improved and a light system added to alert the citizens on the ground of the approaching 
aircraft. This will be safer for the residents and for the pilots. 

In 2003 the village spent $50,000 to $75,000 and lengthened the runway from 1600 to 1200 feet on our 
own. We have also improved the side roads and done all that we can to improve the safety and quality 
of life for our citizens. This funding wiil complete the improvements. 

This is a public safety project that will benefit our residents and visitors to our community. Not only will 
those entering and leaving the village be safer, but our residents will be assured access to health 
facilities, and the protection of our children will be enhanced. We appreciate your support of Chignik 
Lagoon.

My name is Delissa Jones and I am a resident of the Bristol Bay Area. I reside in Chignik 

Lagoon. 

Last month a medivac plane was called to my assistance to get me to trie nearest hospital for a 
medical emergency. The medivac was ordered at approximately 3:50AM but I did not get picked 
up until 12:30PM. I was in acute and excruciating pain that the strongest pain medication at our 
local clinic just barely took the edge off. When I finally did reach Anchorage at 4:30PM, I was 
diagnosed with ruptured appendix and went into surgery immediately. 

My concern Is the amount of time that it took for my medivac plane to reach me. I realize 
that our airfield limits the type of aircrafts that can land and take off but it still took over 8 hours for 
the plane to get here. Each resident in Bristol Bay should be taken care of and every possible 
action should be taken to assure their health and safety. I want every person to feel safe and 
secure living in our community. I ask that anything and everything that you can do to improve the 
medivac system will be done for future emergencies.

I believe people voted for pools because they know the benefits of having these 
facilities, whether or not they chose to use them. But, the bonds require a match from the State. 
The appropriation in the capital budget provides this match. 

Without these repairs, I fear these facilities will close because of threats to the health and safety 
of the users. This situation is ironic because swimming is important for public and personal 
public health and safety. I got involved in the grass roots effort to keep the pools open despite 
the fact that I am only a sporadic user of these facilities. I am an avid swimmer and a part-time 
aquatics professional who teaches swimming and lifeguard courses at the Alaska Club, so I use 
the club's pool or the pool at Alaska Pacific University. Still, as an aquatics professional, I can 
attest to the value of community swimming pools. The benefits of these pools go far beyond 
aquatic recreation. For me, having lost two friends to accidental drowning, this is essentially a 
public health and safety issue. 

We are not asking the State to shoulder the entire capital expense of maintaining the pools. We 
are asking the state to help us out as a partner. Why should the State do this? First, given the 
number of people residing in the Municipality (as a percentage of overall state population) this 
expenditure benefits a large number of state residents. Second, these facilities are used for 
regional and state wide swim meets and other events that draw participants from beyond the 
Municipality. Third, the pools provide benefits to people beyond the Municipality, Please allow 
me to provide a personal example of this last point. I was trained as a lifeguard instructor at a 
MOA pool. Recently, another lifeguard instructor and I trained eight lifeguards for the pool in 
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YakutaL They were down to two lifeguards and had to restrict operating hours for the pool as a result of 
the shortage. I am pleased to report that with the training of additional lifeguards, the people of Yakutat 
now enjoy full operation of the pool,

Lady Luck has not been in my comer this year. The second place finish 
in the Iditarod after an unscheduled nap, as well as being passed in the 
last 20 miles of the All Alaska Sweepstakes race to finish a 
frustratingly close 9 minutes behind Mitch Seavey for the S100K winner 
take all purse! What the heck, it's just a dog race. 

No doubt you are following Alaska news and may well be aware that I have 
recently charged with a federal crime of taking a moose inside Denali 
National Park & Preserve. The case strikes me as crazy on many 
accounts, which is why I'm writing you. I can only imagine how busy you 
are, but I hope you will take the time to consider the following bullet 
points. Please be assured that the following is limited to items I feel 
I can easily document. 

1. Cali and I were hunting an area North of the preserve that we have 
hunted for many years. 4- Wheeler ATV trails are obvious, and many 
hunters use the area. 

2. 1 was served with a search warrant by a NPS Ranger at my home after 
we returned from our successful hunting trip. I fully cooperated and I 
was astonished they suspected the moose had been taken over the boundary 
of the preserve. It was at this time I was made aware by the same ranger 
that a Helicopter had been used for surveillance over my home of 30 year 
for some kind of reconnaissance. I was also notified at this time that a 
DNA crime lab in Oregon would be used to match a gut pile in the willows 
with the meat in my freezer. During this interview I openly agreed from 
their description of the location of the kill site, that it may well 
have been and likely was the moose we had shot. 
3. 1 have since learned that a helicopter was used to find that gut pile 
and a Global Positioning Device was necessary to document the preserve 
boundary. 

4. After years of hunting I know of only two physical national preserve 
markers within 10 miles this popular hunting area, and I believe they 
date back to the park expansion itself. The moose kill in question was 
over a half mile from the only marker I know of within miles. 

5. When I asked the investigating officers how far they thought this 
moose was over the invisible boundary, the responded "about 600 feet." 
(I'm guessing they rounded up, and I'm in the process of trying to prove 
it.) 

6. The area I am accused of illegally taking a moose and using an ATV is 
open to moose hunting with ATVs to qualified subsistence users. I know 
some of the qualified users who are retired NPS employees and in one 
case I can document they have handed down these hunting privileges to 
their grandchildren. If one happens to be a landowner in Cantwell, 20 
miles south of my home of 30 years those residents can hunt legally in 
the Preserve, and I believe no long-term residency is required. (I am 
quite confident a recent addition to Cantwell moving from Missouri was 
legally hunting in the Preserve last fall.) 

7. Just yesterday Denali Spokesperson Kris Fitser announced on APRN that 
they were going to begin marking the Preserve Boundary with large 
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florescent markers and referenced my infraction as stimulus. However I 
continue to face federal charges for this incident, after having never 
faced more than a speeding ticket in my life. 

8. Park Service will not tell my lawyer and I how far they think my 
moose was over the boundary, just the previous reference to "about 600 
feet." 

9. In the recent publication of my book, "Cold Hand Warm Heart," I 
dedicated a couple of chapters to the years I spent trapping and hunting 
during the late 70s in area that has since become Preserve. I have now 
been charged with crossing the boundary in this area by a distance 
clearly being measured in feet. (So small a distance they won't even 
tell me!) 

1 0. 1 have also been notified by my attorney (Myron Angstman of Bethel) 
that we will not qualify for a jury trial. What's with that? 

Sarah, just moments ago I received MORE sympathy cards from those who are 
appalled by these charges. I just opened a card from Leroy and Vicki 
Lausen who operate the garbage disposal system for our community; they 
say, "When we think of you Jeff, we think of a man of honesty and 
integrity, this card is not meant to be trite. In difficult times, the 
character of a man comes out." 

Helicopters? Global Positioning Devices to find the boundary? DNA 
testing? Personal property surveillance of the fire chief and his family 
of 30 years? NPS deciding to mark the boundary and claiming it is 
brought to their attention by my charges, but not dropping the charges? 

It is hard to be anything but disillusioned and disgusted by what to me 
is a gross misuse of power and assets on the part of the Park Service 
when they still need porta-potties at Polychrome. This concern pales in 
comparison to the personal insult to my integrity. 

Please spend a few moments to familiarize yourself to this situation and 
if you agree with me I would appreciate your public support.

Front page news on April, 1 1 was Jeff King killing a moose inside of 
Denali National Park. It appears this moose was taken in accordance 
with Alaska Department of F&G regulations. However, the National Park 
Service (NPS) did not like the location of where it was taken. It 
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appears the moose was harvested in the northeastern portion of the Park 
as expanded by the D2 Lands act of 1980 (ANILA). Section 202(3)(a) 
allows local residents to subsistence hunt where this use was 
traditional, all in accordance with title VIII. Here in lies the 
problem. Who is a local resident and who is a qualified subsistence 
user? 

Decisions by the Alaska Supreme Court have found that all Alaskan 
Residents qualify for subsistence. The NPS does not recognize this and 
selects only rural individuals with a certain address, therefore setting 
up a discriminatory allocation system. Jeff does not have an acceptable 
address. You must live south of MP 239 or north of MP 300 on Parks 
Highway to have a acceptable address. No other state has such a 
discriminatory management system. 

Hunting in the Rock Creek area has been a traditional use long before 
Statehood and ANILA. 

It appears what we have here is a criminal trespass issue, not a hunting 
violation. Had Jeffs address been acceptable to the NPS none of this 
would be a problem. 

Here is how it works. The fish and wildlife in ALL of Alaska, in 
accordance with the Alaska State Constitution, belongs lo the residents 
of Alaska collectively. This includes all NPS lands. Because all 
residents of Alaska are subsistence users, they have an equal 
opportunity under State Law to subsistence hunt and fish. This has 
been confirmed by the Alaska Supreme Court. 

The Federal Government does not agree with the Alaska Supreme Court and 
have set up their own set of rules using Title VIII and Federal Court 
decrees. The Fed's then select by address the group they determine are 
qualified rural Federal subsistence users. Jeff fails to qualify. 

In addition the Fed's then proceeded to set up their own Fish and Game 
Board (Federal Subsistence Board) to allocate fish and wildlife (which 
they do not own) to this select group based on address. 

Since 1 980 no Governor has had the fortitude to challenge the 
constitutionality of this thievery or the discriminatory allocation 
system set up by the Federal Government. Gov. Knowles had a chance and 
he refused to carry the Constitutional challenge forward. 

This Jeff King issue could be resolved rather quickly if Gov. Palin 
would challenge the constitutionality of the Federal subsistence system. 
The Court of first jurisdiction is the U. S. Supreme Court. The Court 
would have to hear the case. 

We will have to wait and see if Gov. Palin is true to her word and 
really believes in Article 1 - Declaration of Rights, Section 1 . 
Inherent Rights of the Alaska Constitution where in it states "The 
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constitution is dedicated to the principles that all persons have a 
natural right to life, liberty, the pursuit of happiness, and the 
enjoyment of the rewards of their own industry; that all persons arc 
equal and entitled to equal rights, opportunities, and protection under 
the law, and that all persons have corresponding obligations to the 
people and the State". 

The other route is for Jeff, as Ms defense, is to challenge the 
constitutionality of the NPS actions. This may take 20 years and 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. A study of past Federal cases would 
indicate Jeff will lose all the way through the 9th Circuit Court. It 
would then be subject to possible selection by the U.S. Supreme Court. 
The State could ask to be allowed to join the case on behalf of Jeff. 
To date the State has not taken this action to support others who have 
challenged the Fed's.

Governor: 

DNR PERMIT DENIAL 

I looked into the issue Mr. Ross mentioned about a contractor applying for a DNR permit for an asphalt plant. The 
permit request relates to a re-alignment project on the Glenn Highway between mileposts 92 and 97 called the 
"Hicks Creek" project The contractor applied to locate an asphalt plant within the flood plain of a nearby river 
where the raw materials that need to be used are at Locating the plant there means the contractor can mix the 
asphalt there and truck it directly to the job site. Having to locate the plant somewhere else means increased 
costs and time spent trucking the raw materials to the asphalt plant for mixing and then trucking the hot asphalt to 
the job site. 

I found out that the permit req jest has been formally denied at the lowest level by DNR. My understanding is that 
the permit was denied because DNR did not feel it was appropriate to locate the asphalt plant in the flood plain in 
case the river water rose or there was a lot of rain that would cause runoff from the asphalt plant and the raw 
materials. 

DOT Central Region (Gordon Keith) disagrees with DNR's permit denial. Mr. Keith says that they have gotten 
these same kinds of DNR permits in the past under similar circumstances and that any increased costs to the 
contractor resulting from the DNR permit denial will probably end up having to be paid by the State since the bid 
docs assumed locating the asphalt plant in the location on the flood plain. DOT says they are supportive of the 
appeal by the contractor to the next level of administration within DNR and are trying to assist the contractor with 
his appeal. 

I have spoken to Joe Balash about this issue. He may be able to provide more input on the reasons for the DNR 
denial of the permit. 

CLEMENCY REQUESTS 

Staff here and at the Parole Board have found only one letter in our tracking system from Mr. Ross regarding 
clemency and it does not mention any specific individual. I can call Mr. Ross and get the names of the individuals 
he says have applied and make sure they filled out the right paperwork?

Here 1 s what happened . . . 

Present at the press conference were Channel 11, Channel 2 and Channel 
13 as well as Megan Holland from the Anchorage Daily News. Present on 
line were Lori Townsend with APRN and Chris Freiburg (sp?) with the 
Daily News-Miner. Cindy Smith with Sen. French's office was also on 
line. 

Joe was joined by Dr. Henry Luban, medical director for the department. 

Joe began with a brief statement explaining the department's new mission 
statement and that he expected there would be some dissatisfaction with 
some of the changes he's made. He explained that there have been 49 
internal investigations of (union members) correctional officers, which 
resulted in 29 disciplinary actions, four terminations and four 
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resignations in lieu of termination. The commissioner then asked for 
questions . 

Channel 11 (which has a union contact of some sort) began by questioning 
a death certificate it had been given by the union which stated MRS A as 
the cause of death. Dr. Luban explained that the inmate was extremely 
ill with multiple organ failure and that MRSA was not the primary cause 
of death. The reporter responded by pointing out that the death 
certificate listed MRSA as the cause of death. Dr. Luban conceded the 
point but explained that the MRS infection could only have been present 
because of the poor health and low immune system of the inmate. Dr. 
Luban disagreed with the union's claim that hundreds of inmates had 
MRSA, and stated that if someone has an infection they would be treated 
for that infection. 

Next a question was asked as to whether management had "axes to grind" 
in bringing staff disciplinary action forward. Joe refuted that and 
explained that he expected honesty and transparency in his workers. The 
question was asked whether union members were under a "gag order" to not 
speak with the press. The commissioner explained that was not the case 
but said if untruths were told to the media it would be dealt with 
through disciplinary action. He emphasized that if an CO knew of an 
unsafe situation that CO was obligated to report to a supervisor and not 
to bring it to the media. 

The discussion went off topic with a number of questions on programming 
and prison expansion. The commissioner handled each question as an 
opportunity to promote positive steps being made by the department to 
reduce recidivism, etc. Substance abuse treatment programs were detailed 
as well. 

A question was asked about a union charge of nepotism in hiring. The 

commissioner strongly denied this and explained the advancement process 

whereby some COs hired to work at Seward were not transferred to Palmer 
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while new COs were hired for those positions. The commissioner 
emphasized the fact that the negotiated contract was being followed. 

The commissioner was asked about staff cutbacks and explained hiring 
levels were never better, with more new officers coming on board than 
any time in the past except for when a new prison came on line. In 2006 
there were 703 filled positions, that was increased to 737 a year later 
and the authorization for 2008 is 780. 

The commissioner was asked whether the relationship between RCOA and 
himself was permanently broken. He said absolutely not, and mentioned 
some recent positive interactions. He said he would always he willing to 
work with the union. 

Channel 11 left early . . . there were a few more questions but they were 
reworking previous questions. 

I hope this narrative is helpful.

The Department of Natural Resources has rejected a proposed 23rd plan of development for 
Point Thomson and terminated the unit. 

DNR Commissioner Tom Irwin said today in a prepared statement that the proposed 23rd plan 
of development for the Point Thomson unit "is not an appropriate remedy" for ExxonMobil s 
failure to submit an acceptable 22nd plan of development. 



Irwin said the 23rd plan of development "does not serve the State's best interests or 
meet the legal standards in DNR' s regulations." 

Irwin aaid he did not approve the 23rd plan of development and has terminated the Point 
Thomson unit. 



He satd he "could not risk further delay in development of these valuable resources" by 
accepting the 23rd POD. 

"in light of the history of this unit, I did not trust the appellant's commitment to 
follow through" with the 23rd plan. 

Irwin said that while the 23rd plan would have resulted in production of 10,000 barrels 
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per day of gas condensates, it Mid not include a commitment to produce any gas from this 
unit. " 



The decision is on remand by Judge Gleason in December. Irwin noted that the judge 
"affirmed DNR's rejection of the 22nd" POD "and found that DNR had the authority to 
terminate the unit," but found that appellants' "due process rights may have been violated 
because they did not have adequate notice that the unit would be terminated." DNR was 
directed to give appellants a fair opportunity to present alternate remedies to 
termination. 



Irwin said he carefully reviewed the record of the unit and all evidence from the remand 
proceeding in making his decision. 

Appellants have 20 days to request reconsideration. DKR has until June IS to have a 
decision back to Judge Gleason.

Irwin said the 23rd plan of development "does not serve the State's best interests or meet 
the legal standards in DNR's regulations." 

Irwin said he did not approve the 23rd plan of development and has terminated the Point 
Thomson unit. 



He said he "could not risk further delay in development of these valuable resources" by 
accepting the 23rd POD. 

"In light of the history of this unit, I did not trust the appellant's commitment to 
follow through" with the 23rd plan. 

Irwin said that while the 23rd plan would have resulted in production of 10,000 barrels 
per day of gas condensates, it "did not include a commitment to produce any gas from th 
unit . " 



The decision is on remand by Judge Gleason in December. Irwin noted that the judge 
"affirmed DNR ' a rejection of the 22nd- POD "and found that DNR had the authority to 
terminate the unit," but found that appellants' "due process rights may have been vi 
because they did not have adequate notice that the unit would be terminated." DNR wa 
directed to give appellants a fair opportunity to present alternate remedies to 
termination. 



Irwin said he carefully reviewed the record of the unit and all evidence from the remand 
proceeding in making his decision. 
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Appellants have 20 days to request reconsideration. DNR has until June 15 to have a 
decision back to Judge Gleason.

Second opinion: solutions for health care need long-term look and fix 



Alaskans need a second opinion regarding the outcome of the legislature's 90-day session on 
health issues. 

v 

Governor Palin's vision with the Health Care Transparency Act was to increase access and 
reduce costs of health care through competition, and provide information surrounding the cost 
and quality of care. Alaskans would have been provided information to make better-informed 
decisions about health care. Repealing Certificate of Need would have made health care more 
market-driven. 

The House and Senate Health, Education, and Social Services committees held numerous 
committee hearings - 12 total - which provided an opportunity for legislators, the health care 
industry, and the public to express a spectrum of opinions regarding the health care marketplace. 
House Finance also held a lengthy hearing. This is the furthest any such legislation regarding 
Certificate of Need has survived in the legislative process. We worked hard, but were unable to 
move the legislation through in the shortened session. 

However, Governor Palin is committed to working toward the recommendations of the Health 
Care Strategies Planning Council: to make health care more affordable and accessible for 
Alaskans, while achieving top-quality health care. This doesn't happen overnight - nor in 90 
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days; the issues are complex. 

Providing access to health care for all is a noble goal, but giving everyone health insurance does not 
ensure access to appropriate health care. We still need enough health practitioners and facilities to deliver 
the right care at the right time for each Alaskan. That means adequate health infrastructure must be in 
place to respond to increased health coverage. There is a need to gradually ramp up both infrastructure 
and insurance to avoid overwhelming any one part of the health care system. 

Last year, Governor Palin and the legislature supported the addition of 20 WW AMI program participants 
(HB 1 8). It is an important step, and more positions certainly need to be added - not just to accommodate 
and support training for more doctors in Alaska, but also more nurses and other health care providers. 

Another success from this legislative session to support the health care infrastructure was HB 325, which 
extended and expanded a housing loan program to teachers and health care professionals. It will help 
those in teaching and health care professions to receive home loan incentives, aiding recruitment efforts. 

In addition, last year the legislature and Governor Palin supported lifting the freeze on income eligibility 
levels by increasing Denali Kidcare to 175 percent of poverty. Again, it is important to ensure the cost 
and the levels of service are sustainable before making additional increases, This year's legislation to 
increase Denali KidCare to 200 percent of poverty lacks strong federal support. It is still up to Congress 
and the Centers for Medicare and Medicaid to reauthorize the program. Governor Palin has called on the 
Congressional delegation to achieve timely reauthorization of the State Children's Health Insurance 
Program (SCHIP), which is only authorized through March 2009. With many seats in Congress and the 
presidency up for election, the outcome is unknown - it is not prudent to guess what will be allowed or 
improved for this program. 

Next steps: The department is assessing how to continue incremental improvements to health care in 
Alaska using current resources including: 

• Establishing a Health Care Commission to work with a broad spectrum of health care professionals 
and consumers to address and formulate policy on health care issues concerning affordability, 
accessibility and quality of health care. 

i Consolidating information already available to provide a web-based resource on health care, 
prevention and healthy living. 

• Providing outreach to Alaskans on healthy living: through the recent promotion of the President's 
Challenge, for example. 

• Evaluating what information is readily available on quality and cost from health care providers, and 
what the state can link together into a comprehensive site. 

• Promulgating regulations on Certificate of Need, to improve definitions and address areas of 
concern, based on the Negotiated Rule Making Committee Recommendations. 

The Governor and the department look forward to continuing to improve health care in Alaska, and 
supporting Alaskans in achieving the greatest possible individual and public health.

April 23, 2008, Anchorage, Alaska - In response to Senate President Lyda Green's request to 
expand the call of the special session to include abortion bills, Governor Sarah Palin today outlined 
her willingness to consider a separate call If the Senate President can show a path to success. 

House Bill 301, which prohibits the practice of partial-birth abortion, and Mouse Bill 364, relating to 
parental consent, failed due to inaction by the Senate.
